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Allah is Your Focus: 
Allah U« is your focus. He u« has a spotlight centred right on you, and there is no way to get out of it. 


It does not matter if you are awake, or if you are a sleep. It does not matter if you are in your house, or at school or work. It would not matter if you were on the 
farthest point in the universe, or on the furthest point on the largest and most complex multiverse-brane/whatever. 


In fact, you could do a whole Dr. Seuss bit about how it does not, would not, and will not matter wherever you are: you will always be in the presence of Allah U». 
So the question then becomes: well, what do I do then? How do I deal with this situation, if I’m stuck like a deer-in-the-headlights? 


Well, first of all, you direct your questions, concerns, apprehensions, etc. right towards Him, Allah U», alone, and to no one else other than Him. But that’s where 
you have already lucked out! Allah Us, the Gracious, the Merciful, has already taken care of those details for you. He’s already told you what to do: follow the 
example of the Holy Prophet Mohammed Mustafa U=. That is it. That is all there is to it. 


But, if you have heard this all before, then reconsider why this, Allah’s direct bit of advice to you, may not yet have fully sunk in. Is it that “somebody of 
importance” in your life put the idea in your head that the example of the Holy Prophet U= is “way too high and lofty” for “someone like you,” or perhaps “sinners 
like us,” or “lowly people such as us,” to follow? 


But, in having made this suggestion to you, has not that “somebody of importance” second-guessed the Almighty and the Sublime, Allah .’s own personal 
opinion? And is not Allah’s opinion packed with pure Wisdom and Understanding? 


Then have you not let that “somebody of importance” compromise your innate understanding that: What Allah LU» wants is what is best?, that: Glory be to Allah, 
Who is All-Knowing, and Wise? 


If you are Shia, then, at least, you can say with confidence that such an attitude, which that “someone of importance” may have put across to you, is blatantly false 
and contradictory! 


And, of course, your proof for this is the fact there are examples of people who have already embodied the teachings of the Holy Prophet u-, and followed his 
example: Amir Al-Momineen ¢, as well as Lady Fatima ¢, and the Prized Flowers of the Holy Prophet U=’s garden, the Leaders of the Youth in Paradise, Imams 
Hasan and Hussain ¢. 


Furthermore, each one of the 9 subsequent Imams ¢, from after Imam Hussain ¢ and up to and including the 12th and last Imam ¢, Sahibuz Zamana Bagiath Allah 
& @, are also proofs and examples that Allah U»‘s suggestion about how, if you want to conduct yourself properly while caught in Allah U«‘s spotlight, you should 
follow the example of the Holy Prophet us, is very a practical and simple enough rule to follow. 


This is because these people ¢, the Holy Household of the Holy Prophet U=, did so, and do so, per the aforementioned pseudo-Dr. Seuss bit, regardless of where 
they ¢ find themselves. This is because they have understood full well that, no matter where they are, Allah U» has a spotlight centred right on them. And, that is all 
that matters. 


And this is the most important point which following the Holy Prophet U=’s conduct helps make totally clear: that Allah U» has His spotlight fixed right on you. 


But then, the question becomes: How can I even attempt to keep pace with someone as indubitably pure and refined as the Holy Prophet v= and his Holy 
Household ¢? Did Allah U» consider that part when setting His standard? 


Well, what do you think? Was there any oversight on Allah U’s part, in this regard? No. There was no oversight. None whatsoever. Not even the slightest bit. So, 
what’s the proof that there wasn’t any oversight? Well, everything is the proof! Literally, everything is the proof! 


Consider this: the Holy Prophet U- and his Holy Household ¢, all had to live on, off, and in the exact same planet as you. That means they had to also look up at the 
same sky as you do, drink water the same as you do, eat food the same as you do. They slept at night and woke up in the morning, just the same as you do. They 
lived in houses, in communities, prayed, laughed, cried, endured hardships, shivered in the cold, sweated in he heat, just the same as you do, etc. So, then, if there 
are all these similarities, and more, where is the difference between you and them? 


It is in how they saw this world versus how you see this world. 


If you read the ahadith very closely, you will see that they ¢ appreciated everything they saw, touched, smelled, ate, and heard, and perceived it all as Allah’s 
Masterwork(s) and Signature Trait(s). 


Referring to books such as Nahialbalagha, Sahife Sajjadia, Tawhid Mufaddhal, from among a huge list of other books that are attributed exclusively to the Holy 
Prophet u= and his Holy Household ¢, will make this point absolutely clear. They ¢ savoured everything they took in, because doing so helped them in their goal: 
Focusing on Allah u. 


Remember your goal? That is your goal, too: Allah U» is your focus. 


And the way to go about fulfilling your goal is simple. Allah has already told you what to do: follow the example of the Holy Prophet Mohammed Mustafa v=. That 
is it. That is all there is to it. Look at everything he u= looked at, just the way in which he v= looked at it! 


So, go ahead and grab those books on ahadith, and learn how to use your sense of sight, smell, taste, touch, and sound, in the proper way. Retrain yourself to do 
things the way the Holy Prophet U= did them. 


Here are a few verses! from the Holy Quran that will prove what we have been discussing here: 


88:17- 20: 
What, do they not consider how the camel was created, how heaven was lifted up, how the mountains were hoisted, how the earth was outstretched? 


67:3-5: 

[And] who created seven heavens in layers. You do not see in the creation of the Most Merciful any inconsistency. So return [your] vision [to the sky]; do you see 
any breaks [in it]? [ie. it has not been created in a sloppy manner] Then return [your] vision twice again [ie. take a closer look]. [Your] vision will return to you 
humbled while it is fatigued. And We have certainly beautified the nearest heaven with stars... 


67:19-23: 

Do they not see the birds above them with wings outspread and [sometimes] folded in? None holds them [aloft] except the Most Merciful. Indeed He is, of all 
things, Seeing. Or who is it that could be an army for you to aid you other than the Most Merciful? The disbelievers are not but in delusion. Or who is it that could 
provide for you if He withheld His provision? But they have persisted in insolence and aversion. Then is one who walks fallen on his face better guided or one who 
walks erect on a straight path? Say, "It is He who has produced you and made for you hearing and vision and hearts; little are you grateful."
